Story Telling 


But what Some may better adapted 
than others excite the language centers. Child 
psychology and practical experience are certainly 
ready give unequivocal answer this question. 
folklore, myths, fables, and fairy 
stories—the stories upon which the race its child- 
hood has mentally fattened, and which for racial 
ages, the campfire, the cave, the wigwam, 
and the mother’s knee, whether palace 
cottage, the human child has ever loved hear 
and repeat. From the standpoint practical expe- 
rience, the conclusion firm that for the purpose 
exercising the child language there nothing 
power equal these stories free imagination— 
these glimpses world yet unbridled cause 
and effect, when man, brute, plant, and natural 
force gather the greensward caprice sport 
and play with one another without dream quar- 
reling. From the standpoint educational theory, 
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the explanation comes with equal force that 
repeating these stories the child’s interest follows the 
path the race; that the brain centers which 
represent the older racial structures mature earlier 
than those which modern civilization has added; 
that the former constitute the trunk from which 
more modern tendencies bud and branch the later 
adolescent period; and that these stories, moreover, 
are the product natural selection where the 
forces human interest have been ‘at work for 
centuries, pruning here and growing there, till what 
have these stories the concentrated essence 
what has experience proven best excite the 
language expression childhood. 

these stories are not spiritual; they are 
upon the physical plane—the grossly the 
orthodox kindergarten exclaims horror. But the 
orthodox kindergarten merely echoing that old cry 
medizval flagellation when men mortified the 
flesh evil order develop the spirit, and 
insisted upon the existence impassable chasm 
between the two. Froebel lived the sunlight 
this medizvalism, and letter study him has reflected 
into the modern kindergarten some these dying 
rays. The orthodox kindergarten has attempted 
shelve Grimm, Andersen, Homer, and 
tempters the flesh, and has sought substitute 
repertoire gems, each with its little 
grafted moral and sentiment. The ethical 
and esthetic sentiments contained these 
generally belong more properly the adolescent period, 
not childhood.

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Clay Modeling 


With our work clay modeling, have followed 
the plan drawing from the child self-expression 
and individuality rather than give him any 
definite training form study work from models. 

The work heretofore had seemed very mechanical 
and but little value the child. Many kinder- 
gartens have the children model cubes, cylinders, 
tomatoes, leaves plaques, etc., endeavoring 
have them artistic and finished work, but 
seems that the clay should used more spon- 
taneously, and represent individuality and the crea- 
tive work the child. 

had the clay modeling almost every day 
the beginning the term, and later three times 
week, regularly, besides the times when the children 
chose their own free will. was always kept 
soft, ready condition, and plenty hand, 
but strange say, left themselves, the children 
all made diminutive objects, breaking their piece 
clay into small pieces. 

They did not seem equal molding objects 
large scale, and rarely have seen them mold 
object from whole piece, usually making the 
ears, legs, tails, etc., and attaching main body. 

The time allowed for the use the clay was from 
fifteen twenty minutes. longer time seemed 
lead careless work the part many children. 
Some days they would all asked mold the 
same thing, and then, again, each child could mold 
the object which inter- 
ests very strongly brought out this class work. 
class twenty-five children there have often 
been twenty different objects made many 
children. Perhaps children side side will each 
make four five different things, each one working 
out his own ideas regardless the others, and again 
imitation will play great inspiring many 
children, lacking originality, try produce 
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something like that his neighbor. The value 
imitation and wise suggestions very important, 
and much may done the teacher inci- 
dental way. 

remarkable fact that almost every child 
seems work for one more characteristics, 
striking features, the making animals. They 
are content making rabbit the ears are tall 
and stand straight, even though the body may 
long and angular. One child made cow with 
good head and horns, but legs; another cat 
with type ears and four feet, but much too heavy 
tail; rat, with grotesque body, but long, slim 
tail, seemed satisfactory. The instances are innu- 
merable where the child seems satisfied with such 
work; fact, the average child prefers make 
many cruder objects with one more type features, 
than make one object with accuracy and finish 
detail. There are exceptional cases where child

parts, but such child seems something prodigy. 

Most the children, whether four five, 
through marble and ball making stage— 
these being the first objects generally attempted.

drawing, the work very crude, but has 
the great value being original and offering 
insight into the child’s mind. will often stumble 
upon something remarkable accidentally molding 
shape and recognizing its likeness familiar 
object. 

Children the kindergarten age not enjoy work- 
ing from set model. Its individual characteristics 
are not important them. type apple the 
same them particular one, and have found 


after many experiments, both ways, that they represent 


object from memory with more readiness and 
satisfaction than asked make one just like the 
model. 

Stories that have been told are often illustrated 
spontaneously with ‘‘Rub-a-dub, dub, three 
men was very suggestive, and many clay 
boats and tubs were made with three and five 
more men them. After repeating the rhyme 
“Jack, suggested all try making 
candlesticks and candles. Great individuality was 
shown, and all made the kind they knew. Some 
were regular tall brass ones, like those seen 
churches, and others had saucers and handles 
various shapes.

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Two Tests Thought Processes Children

first these tests the Heilbronner picture 

test, which was described THE KINDER- 
this test consists four series pictures, 
church, sailboat, and pump. The first picture 
each series merely the outline the object, 
and with each successive one details are added. 
The problem see when the child names the 
picture correctly, and then how many the addi- 
tional features each picture can give. The 
second probably more difficult than the first since 
involves rather small details and finding 
the words for them pointing them out. The 
correct naming matter recognition and does 
not necessarily, and probably does not usually, 
involve any imagery clear association the 
part the child. process perception, and 
the children who best are probably either 
those who have seen similar pictures before those 
who retain especially well the various other sensa- 
tions associated with the visual previous experi- 
ences. 

The second test which gave one the 
Binet-Simon tests for five-year-old mentality, and 
considered Terman one the most valuable 
the entire set for testing the child’s apperception. 
consists defining the words chair, horse, fork, doll, 
pencil, table. child who defines four out the 
six words correctly passes the test, and definitions 
terms use are the most common and are called 
correct. g., chair sit on; doll play 
with. child who defines description 
putting into class giving more difficult type 
definition and shows more maturity. 

The children used for these tests were from the 
kindergarten the Downing Street School* 
Worcester, éight number, three girls and five 
boys. They were all between five and one half and 
six years old, and were selected the kindergartner, 
two bright, two dull, and two average children 
seen the ordinary kindergarten work. They were 
sent one one room where was alone 
with the child, and did not know what the kinder-

gartner’s estimate the child was. Each child was 
with about ten minutes, and endeavor was 
see how much could judge the child’s ability 
from his solution the tests and from his manner, 
response attitude, and on. Then com- 
pared notes with the kindergartner see how far 
our estimates disagreed. should remembered 
that had never seen any the children before 
given these particular tests. 

Our estimates agreed with regard one bright, 
one dull, and two average children, while was 
uncertain about two others, one whom she classed 
bright and one dull. The other two, whom 
she classed average, should have classed dull. 

Let take the children individually now and 
discuss the points which stood out most plainly 
each 

William knew his age and his birthday. 
defined all six words correctly and with hesitation. 
The pictures did not well on. recog- 
nized the first picture the fish series and indicated 
the additions correctly, though lacked the word 
The church called schoolhouse, which 
was accepted correct, and indicated the addi- 
tions but did not notice the cross. The boat was 
similarly recognized once and the main additions 
noted, but not the pennant. The pump was not 
recognized till the last picture was shown and puz- 
zled him greatly. Looking the first picture 
reflectively, said guessed did not know 
that, and the following ones suggested things 
that the new part looked like. 

This little fellow carried himself very well, had 
wide-awake, straightforward look, and answered 
thoughtful but lively way that made put 
him down very bright. think separate him 
from the other pupil and the average ones 
larger interval than the kindergartner would. 

Doris knew her age but not her birthday, and 
defined all the words correctly. She did not recog- 
nize the fish till the third picture was shown, and 
was speechless the difference between the third 
and fourth. Similarly she called the church side- 
walk till the third picture was shown and gave 
differences. The first picture the boat she called 
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part dress, and the teacher said she had recently 
cut belt very much that shape. Two and three 
were called house, and four boat, but she could 
not give any difference save that the former was 
house. The pump was called house, chimney, and 
bottle. the fourth picture she said, 
comes out it’’; and when asked where, pointed 
the spout, while the fifth she said, com- 
should classified stupid average, but the 
kindergartner classes her bright but very shy. 

Edna knew her age and that her birthday was 
July, but not the exact date. She too defined 
all the words correctly. The first two pictures 
the fish she called kind flower and another 
flower, while the last two were fish and bigger fish. 
The first two pictures the house were shoe and 
another shoe, then came house and another house 
that has windows, while the last she saw the 
added clock. boat was bath tub and another 
bath tub, sled and another sled, then little 
boat, and she saw the sail added the last. The 
pump was first little chimney and another little 
chimney, wheelbarrow, another wheelbarrow, and 
finally pump. did not know how break 
the stereotype which evident here, and should 
unwilling conclude that the child did not see 
more the differences between the members each 
series. The teacher and both classified her 
average. 

Madeline gave her age correctly but her birthday 
incorrectly. She defined all the words correctly. 
The fish was first called vase, but the second 
picture fish. She could not tell the addition 
the third, and the fourth added the arms. The 
first picture the church was called house, 
difference could deduced the second, but 
each following she pointed roof line, windows, 
windowpanes, and door. The sailboat was first 
called dish, then sled, name all, frying 
pan, and then boat; while when asked how the 
last picture was different she pointed vaguely the 
left side, which has sail added. The pump was 
called box, name, another box, beard (pointing 
handle), pan (pointing pail). Her manner 
and attitude toward the questions made think 
her dull, but the teacher classes her average. 

Laurence knew his age and birthday and defined 
the words correctly. also recognized the fish, 
church, and boat the first picture and gave the 
main additions, but did not recognize the pump 
all. The teacher and both classed him average. 


Preston knew his age but not his birthday and 
recognized the fish, house, and boat once, with 
the main additions the series. insisted that 
the first picture the pump was battleship, and 
the following ones boat and different kind 
boat. The picture was course standing before 
him the proper position. His definitions, how- 
ever, were poor. They were follows: horse has 
legs; fork, got some fingers; doll, got legs; pencil, 
what you write with; table, got legs. Then said, 
doll has legs and table has legs. What the 
difference between ‘‘Has was 
the answer. the difference between doll 
doll has round This boy 
impressed rather stupid, not merely from 
what actually said, but from his manner. The 
teacher, however, classes him average. 

John knew his age but not his birthday. 
recognized the fish once and gave the differences. 
was puzzled over the church and said must 
bed, for the first two. When asked how they 
differed, pointed the following pictures the 
additional lines, finally naming the church the 
last picture and adding the windows the tower 
and the cross. did not name the boat all but 
indicated correctly the added lines each picture 
great detail. called the pump steamboat 
once, and pointed out the parts added. The 
assurance with which showed the added parts 
was very great and his perception surprisingly accu- 
rate, especially when realize that gave almost 
correct names for the parts. 

His definitions also vary widely from those 
any other child. All the other children except 
Preston define exclusively terms use: fork 
eat with; doll play with, etc. John, 
however, describes, follows: ‘‘What 
“It’s got rungs, and two little boards back, and 
big one back, and two rungs.”

Leon did not know his age birthday. was 
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shown the fish with the usual question, ‘‘What

the first two pictures the church also responded, 
“Picture asked, you ever see anything 
like shook his head. the third 
said the same, and asked, “Picture 
The same exactly came with the next, and 
when asked the difference said did not know. 

showing the first picture the boat asked, 
little house and the third boat, but could give 
differences the following pictures. The first 
two pictures the pump were called house, and 
the others little boat, little birdie, and little 
mouse. 

When asked knew what chair is, said 
had not seen one and know; said 
knew what horse is, but could not induced 
say. Fork, doll, pencil, and knife defined 
identical terms. fork fork, etc. classified 
Leon without any hesitation subnormal, and the 
kindergartner does the same. 

what value can such isolated tests the 
kindergartner? seems the greatest value 
its confirming disputing the judgment which 
she has formed the basis other data. these 
eight children the tests place four where the kinder- 
gartner placed them the basis her daily experi- 
ence with them. The four who were not placed 
should especially studied. John especially she 
classified dull, and yet John the one child who 
defines the words description, which puts him 
the class eight-year-olds, and recognizes 
more details the pictures than any other child.

adequate words, and has this lack made him seem 
dull the kindergarten work, when really not 
dull? Doris really bright but shy, does she 
cover dullness embarrassment? 


the side the value the tests intelli- 
gence test, certain obviotis remarks may made. 
Terman states that five-year-old children can usually 
give their age but not their birthday. All these 
eight but the subnormal child knew their age, and 
three knew their birthday correctly. The definition 
test too easy for this group. Terman puts 
the five-year-old tests, with only four out the six 
words defined correctly. All these children 
but two defined all six words. The subnormal 
failed every word; one boy gave two satisfactory 
definitions, but for the other four gave the one, 
that each thing has legs. course these children 
are between five and half and six years, that 
should expect them little better than the 
average for five years. 

the Heilbronner pictures, with this group 
the fish series very satisfactory. church 
series not much so. Only one child referred 
the crosses, and none the time the clock. 
The children are quickly reduced pointing 
show the additions, because they not know the 
terms for the tower and steeple, the triangular divi- 
sions the upper part the windows, etc. This 
still more true the sailboat and pump; and further, 
children had ever seen real sailboat pump, 
knew them only from pictures. they have not, 
then the recognition the last two series pictures 
somewhat different basis than that the 
first two. Five the children did not recognize 
the pump any stage; two named the last 
picture, and one recognized its use the next 
the last picture. One did not name the boat 
all; three named the first picture; two named 
the fifth picture; and one each the third 
and fourth.

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The Prospect for the Scientific Study Kindergarten Education 


Percy Davidson, Department Education, Stanford University, California 


conjunction terms made the title 
this brief statement, that, namely, scientific 
study and kindergarten education, will doubtless 
strike minds variously. must seem somewhat 
amusing combination phrases those who think 
modern science terms its more. striking 
objective and physical phases—of the engines and 
machinery modern warfare, the intricacy 
modern industrial achievement, the elaborate 
procedure modern surgery, the perplexing 
subtlety statistical formulations and brass instru- 
ment investigation. How absurd seems join 
thought such things with the innocent, heedless, 
and seemingly insignificant affairs little children! 
And the conjunction is, course, amusing enough 
just long science conceived and the affairs 
little children regarded. 

others this conjunction terms will seem 
presumptuous. will seem presumptuous those 
who urge attention upon the elaborate preparation, 
the fullness resource and knowledge, the delibera- 
tion and precision modern scientific workers, 
comparison with the imperfect training, the limited 
resources sound knowledge, the inevitably dog- 
matic and uncritical (however devoted 
tionate) attitude those whom the care 
children assigned, either the school the 
home, more remotely the higher adminis- 
authorities and teachers education. Can be, 
these persons would ask, you dare hope for fruitful 
relation between the masters science the one 
hand, and the amateurs who pose the professional 
cultivators childish minds the other? And 
the answer make all modesty (with some 
reservations, still, the value the bits and 
fragments wisdom dare believe now pos- 
sess) that these critics may right just long 
attention confined the present and are 
prohibited from looking toward the long future, very 
far ahead perhaps, when every good purpose 
will find its larger measure fulfillment, matter 
how absurd presumptuous its incipient efforts 
realization may appear. look forward 
confidently the time when the masters science 


and parents and teachers will work intimate 
co-operation the interests little children. 

others our conjunction phrases will seem 
somewhat flat and insipid, without challenge 
novelty about it.

far made, have contributed lessen the perplexities 
each day’s duties.

taken lightly, whether the kindergarten 
the university; that the business science 
help wherever help needed; that the future holds 
the possibility masters science with profoundly 
humane outlook; that teachers and parents and 
school authorities have within them not only the 
necessary devotion, but the requisite capacity 
well, rise any demand the masters science 
may able make upon them. This frankly 
acknowledge the meaning our conjunction 
phrases has for us. 

much way apology for our title. Let 
proceed more practical concerns. Lately have 
had conspicuous example the introduction 
the scientific attitude into the business the 
kindergarten. What are the lessons for this 
example? What has Montessori shown the pos- 
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sibility the scientific study kindergarten educa- 
tion? one has approached the education 
little children amply provided with the resources 
modern science, highly indorsed its expo- 
nents, deeply read those studies which lie 
the basis all educational endeavor. Have 
not here realized the prophecy the humane and 
accomplished scientist, qualified lead the amateur 
teacher and parent into that fruitful and thorough- 
going application scientific knowledge and method 
which have imagined the gift the future 
only? The reply made here yes and no. 
Astonishingly suggestive and wholesome her work 
part, yet lacks the full message science. 
How else dare debate about the Montessori 
system? When science speaks with full authority 
leaves room for argument the relation 
ways and means avowed purposes. The facts 
and conclusions are placed before us. can 
construe them intelligently our acceptance fore- 
cast. Why it, then, that doubters still exist 
question the claims Montessori, combat her 
teachings, and cavil her practice? Shall not 
attempt solve this puzzle? scientist presents 
results which still not wholly convince. 

But let first assure ourselves that have 
fully appreciated the unquestioned merit 
contribution this gifted leader. will little 
our credit pick flaws her work miss 
the solid substance. Let admit once that 
aim and outlook have Montessori almost 
ideal embodiment what demanded scien- 
tific approach the delicate business human 
cultivation. She was docile follower prevailing 
formulations science methods attack 
educational study, but genuine innovator. With 
fine discernment she noted the futility earlier 
efforts Italy educational investigation. She 
pointed out clearly the limitations the current 
pedagogical anthropology, well those the 
applications experimental psychology. These 
measured the body and the mind, perhaps,—a 
needed service. Still they failed reach the cen- 
tral question training and overlooked the indis- 
pensable necessity scientifically trained teachers. 
Summing the situation briefly, Montessori says, 
anthropology and psychology have never 
devoted themselves the question educating 
children the schools, nor have the scientifically 


trained teachers ever measured the 


genuine scientists. The truth that the practical 
progress the school demands genuine fusion 


these modern tendencies practice and thought; 
such fusion shall bring scientists directly into 
the important field the school and the same 
time raise teachers from the inferior intellectual level 
which they are limited to-day.”’ 

Furthermore, Montessori combines remark- 
able way the humane interest childhood and 
the larger needs society with the mood and spirit 
the scientist. ‘‘And, indeed, what scientist?”’ 
she asks. scientist not the clever manipu- 
lator instruments give the name 
scientist the type man who has felt experiment 
means guiding him search out the deep 
truth life, lift veil from its fascinating secrets, 
and who, this pursuit, has felt arising within him 
love for the mysteries nature, passionate 
now wish direct the teacher, trying awaken 
him, connection with his own particular field, 
the school, that scientific spirit which opens the 
door for him broader possibilities. 
other words, wish awaken the mind 
and heart the educator interest natural 
phenomena such extent that, loving nature, 
shall understand the anxious and expectant 
attitude one who has prepared experiment 
and who waits revelation from But this 
cautious and expectant attitude, this delight 
truth for its own not enough. must 
supplemented all practical humane effort with 
the desire help, the humanitarian impulse, the 
devoted regard for social and individual ameliora- 
tion. The two together present the full measure 
Montessori’s ideal the educator-scientist-humani- 
tarian. ‘‘With mixture respect and love, 
sacred curiosity and desire achieve, sets 
himself observe every manifestation the little 
child.”’ 

This the high ideal she sets before us. There 
need withholding our full assent it. And 
there less belittling its historical importance. 
The love childhood not new the world. The 
history education contains many examples 
magnificent devotion the cause early childhood. 
What miss the older pedagogs the quality 
scientific caution, patient expectancy, unbiased 
forejudgment. Full presuppositions, they too 
often found childhood what they looked for, and 
vitiated their observations reading into childish 
performances what their theories 
prepared them advance see there. 

therefore freely admit that need longer 
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wait for some future seer formulate for 
scientific aim and attitude appropriate the edu- 
cational study young children. Montessori pro- 
vides this for us. But this not all. Montessori 
has given new conception the school. 
genuine laboratory for the scientist-teacher. 
must also make ready the school for her obser- 
vation. The school must permit the free, natural 
manifestations the child the school scientific 
pedagogy born. This the essential 
reform.’’ The first duty the teacher-scientist 
know her phenomena, not terms averages 
means, large and vague psychological categories, 
but intimately, personally, the same direct and 
close way which the scientific medical practitioner 
endeavors understand the particular and unique 
condition his particular patient. Education 
first and essentially diagnostic. When the phe- 
nomena are understood will then appropriate 
apply practice, experimentally sure, with 
open mind various possible outcomes, happy 
fortunate, without assumption what ought 
result regardless special conditions; without 
blame any one the prescription fails; with 
complete willingness begin again after further 
study. need not quarrel with Montessori over 
the refinements her doctrine liberty, spon- 
taneous manifestations, when her controlling purpose 
must commend itself us. Real teaching experi- 
menting, necessity, with factors and forces that 
must analyzed and comprehended order 
controlled, utterly opposed complacent accept- 
ance conventional advocated methods and 
devices, matter how plausible however highly 
recommended. Who would dare say that the edu- 
cational world does not need this doctrine, view 
its historical devotion systems procedure 
with but tradition and unsupported dogma behind 
them, view its notorious neglect actual and 
tangible achievements? 

Montessori therefore scientific, not only 
attitude and aim, but also her approach the 
determination method. practice works with 
children great part, because she has cast aside 
what did not set free their energies, what did not 
unmistakably take hold their fundamental inter- 
ests and set them genuinely work. 

But when come examine the principles 
selection means which Montessori justifies 
the educative use her didactic apparatus and 
practice, come the least secure part her 
contribution. find her falling into dog- 


matism, coming short her scientific professions. 
Consider, for instance, the theory and practice 
sense training. types insets, the color 
tablets, the textures, and other materials have 
the unquestioned merit catching and holding the 
fundamental interests young children, for the 
most part. they give the educative effects she 
claims for them? The plain truth that she does 
not know and neither we, for these effects have 
never been conclusively proved, have been taken 
faith. You may search the whole Montessorian 
discussion for convincing demonstrations the gen- 
eral training effects Montessori assumes 
result her special sense training. may the 
discipline with the color tablets will make children 
peculiarly sensitive the uses and enjoyments 
color the world large; may not. yet 
determined. may the special training 
with geometric form means the various insets 
will awaken the minds children the appreciation 
forms general; may not. cannot say. 
may that blindfolding child while dis- 
criminates sensible differences will add largely 
his practical resources. Who knows? And 
with all the special exercises the system. The 
upshot the matter is, that from the viewpoint 
scientific procedure, Montessori confuses hypothe- 
sis with verification; she mistakes possibility 
even probability for certainty. She has failed 
include her method study the altogether 
important matter checking, testing, and apprais- 
ing. And this course accounts for the existence 
her critics. 

But surely Montessori has authority for her 
practice? She has. the authority the par- 
ticular system psychology under which she was 
trained. She learned from her psychology that all 
the higher intellectual attitudes and processes rest 
upon the senses. She learned also that sense expe- 
rience consists the discrimination degrees 
difference intensity differences quality 
the sensations the several sense organs. There- 
fore the preparation for the higher processes should 
consist special training discipline the dis- 
crimination sensible differences. perfectly 
logical inference. has, however, the misfortune 
uncertain premises. For the sense foundation for 
the higher processes comprehension, observation, 
reflective thought, and judgment probably does not 
consist the discrimination sensible differences. 
merely, but this conjunction with numerous. 
other processes. The medical man’s 
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Montessori tells us, safe just proportion 
the fineness his sensible discrimination. Our 
weakness and credulity the presence adulter- 
ated foods, she says, due the torpor our 
sensible discrimination. ‘‘Aesthetic and moral edu- 
she writes, closely related this sensory 
education. Multiply the sensations, and develop 
the capacity appreciating fine differences 
stimuli, and refine the sensibility and multiply 
man’s pleasure.” very plausible way 
speaking. But so, strict truth? Does the 
doctor’s expertness rest any such simple way 
upon sensible discrimination apart from its training 
numerous practical relations and combination 
with rich variety other things? Would 
discipline the fine discrimination sense stimuli 
really protect us, itself, from the dangers 
adulteration? the relation sensibility, con- 
ceived Montessori’s terms, asthetic and moral 
appreciation simple she implies? very 
doubtful. The current teachings the psychology 
sensibility give little support naive doctrine 
the senses and their contribution our com- 
plex mentality. 

But even supposing had more satisfactory 
psychological doctrine the sensibilities than does 
Montessori, this would not itself constitute 
safe basis for educational practice sense 
training. And this brings into sight impor- 
tant generalization with respect the scientific 
study education. know that any particular 
situation whose description can adequately sub- 
sumed under established principle science can 
controlled, the general condition represented 
the principle admits control. Any body that 
lighter than air can depended upon rise 
when liberated, whether has been seen rise 
not. But unfortunately the science psychology, 
and especially those phases the science which 
affect education, are not yet certainly known 
provide safe ground for prediction practical 
affairs; especially are they uncertain their appli- 
cations young minds, which have yet 
systematically studied. are compelled, there- 
fore, regard any application psychological 
science education, for the time being, hypothe- 
sis only, requiring some kind statistical exper- 
imental evaluation. short, must test our 
psychological doctrines the one secure method 
measuring. This Montessori did not do. This 
have yet barely undertaken education 
large, and this have yet not even systematically 


attempted kindergarten education. aware 
the effort which has been made places 
measure the training effects 
children their progress through the grades 
comparison with the progress children without 
this training; but the conditions governing pro- 
motion and school progress are complicated that 
not surprising that nothing has the 
effort. 

There but one way satisfactory progress 
this matter. Individuals and groups trained 
kindergarten methods must checked some 
competent fashion against others like endowment 
and circumstances who have not had kindergarten 
training. Only when this done shall able 
justify the faith have this type training. 
Only then shall position confidently 
advocate the expenditure large sums public 
money upon it. Only then shall able 
move from dogmatism the sure conviction that 
attends scientific work. 

has not been the intention these remarks 
full justice Montessori. Many her views 
and proposals should disposed indorse 
enthusiastically. The present thought merely 
that arriving some degree clearness 
what the scientific attitude requires, and use 
Montessori help this end. Perhaps are 
now prepared appreciate the lesson her important 
experiment holds. aim, mood, and viewpoint 
she combines most happy way the reserve and 
open mind and disinterested enthusiasm the 
scientist with the warm sympathies the humani- 
tarian. She points unerringly past the subsidiary 
and contributory phases educational study the 
central matter training, and lays hold unmis- 
takably upon the real energies young children. 
She has given very unusual example thorough- 
ness and deliberation preparation physiology, 
psychology, and other science, groundwork for 
educational study and practice. She has made 
familiar with the conception teacher who 
also something more than amateur scientist, and 
has held out the hope its realization time 
passes. She illustrates the difficulty using the 
teachings psychological science unaided com- 
petent methods measurement, with the result 
that are not satisfied criticise her work merely 
but amplify and continue where fails 
satisfy all the requirements scientific methods 
investigation. Altogether are under heavy 
obligations Montessori for her unexampled effort 
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the introduction more modern attitude into 
the study kindergarten education. 

Bearing our lesson mind, what shall 
the prospect for the future development this 
type study with young children? this, 
may take our cue from American scientist 
who speaks with authority. School and Society, 
Professor Witmer, the University Pennsylvania, 
makes significant remark. The remark signifi- 
cant because its background. Professor Witmer 
has perhaps been more successful than any other 
person this country bringing into profitable 
relation the resources science and the training 
children. For some twenty years has been 
engaged adapting his work the university 
the study and training backward children. 
has evolved psychological clinic for the diagnosis 
mental and physical defect, which thousands 
children have been examined. has outlined 
and provided courses the underlying sciences 
support this type study and practical effort. 
has held and realized the idea, with which 
Montessori has made familiar, 
scientist for this class children. with the 
assistance experienced teachers such children, 
conducted classes, where, after careful diagnosis, 
appropriate training has been provided, checked, 
and tested, yielding knowledge the highest prac- 
tical value. have notice especially the 
work Professor Witmer that has not been 
content with diagnosis and description merely, with 
the adjustment the sciences educational work 
principle, but, like Montessori, has moved directly 


upon the central educational question 


this aspect his work which differentiates 
from much the prevailing educational investiga- 
tion, which has the main been conducted 
long distance, speak, with large groups 
children, where results have not always been closely 
related training methods, often none too wisely 
carefully controlled either adequate psycho- 
logical study close co-operation with expe- 
rienced teachers. This direct attack upon the train- 
ing question, like that Montessori, must commend 
itself practical teachers. 

The remark which reference has been made 
contained the following passage: ‘‘In brief, 
thought has been that education become 
learned profession, and like medicine secure 
recognition commensurate with its social value, 
educational practice must rest upon scientific 
foundation psychology. the other_hand, 


psychology department university and col- 
lege instruction win ambitious and intelligent 
students, capable being trained employ scien- 
tific methods educational practice, must not 
content accept left-overs from the other 
learned professions. believe there career 
within the field education open psychologically 
trained teachers, whose professional training should 
superimposed upon four year college course 
its equivalent. This expert teacher 
trainer backward children, e., restoration cases, 
and other classes children whose educational 
treatment may put upon individual basis. 
Next after the restoration cases, think the kinder- 
garten offers the best opportunity within the public 
school system for this kind expert teacher, for 
the problem the kindergartner and the restoration 
teacher identical. the adjustment the 
child the more formal work the elementary 

Now one who has followed the work Professor 
Witmer with restoration cases, calls them, will 
think corresponding enterprise built around the 
study the kindergarten, picture presented 
the mind which must arouse the enthusiasm 
all those interested its future. The detail the 
picture would something like this: Departments 
psychology and education the universities 
arranging and using their resources such fashion 
that women talent and energy might become 
grounded the underlying sciences and become 
imbued with the and temper scientific 
investigation, well illustrated Montessori, 
ing their knowledge and method directly over upon 
the actual problems kindergarten and primary 
training; excellent working relations with the nor- 
mal and training schools, whereby the wisdom and 
practical experience trained kindergarten super- 
visors and teachers might profitably bound 
with the more theoretical outlook the university; 
and finally combined attack the part these 
two groups upon the actual training children 
the kindergarten classes. This the prospect which 
presents itself for the scientific study kinder- 
garten education. Does tax our energies and 
capacities unduly? induce the two parties 
necessary the venture make the needed 
ments? Can the universities adapt their instruction 
and their equipment the practical way demanded, 
without lessening their devotion scientific ideals 
their adherence university standards? Can 
the responsible directors kindergarten training 
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institutions lay aside fixed convictions, open their 
minds willingly new viewpoints and methods, 
without sacrificing cherished traditions, without loss 
true allegiance the masters who have brought 
the kindergarten far along the way public 
institution the highest significance? The picture 
worth least earnest and thoughtful attention. 
Educational ventures the past have not always 
been such commend them the thoughtful. 
not need and not want one more abortive 
effort the direction pseudo-science with its 


consequent confusion. the effort worth making 
should directed the real thing. are 
congratulated that last the genuine resources 
science are beginning find contact with educa- 
tional practice seriously and substantially. 
California shall fortunate enough partici- 
pate the scientific study kindergarten educa- 
tion, may least prepare ourselves watch 
its development elsewhere, for nothing more 
certain than that some such prospect the one 
outlined lies immediately ahead.

Then, 
since are dealing with life itself, atmosphere 
rigidity, far our purpose concerned, 
fatal, hence the need serene spirit, deep, 
abiding joy the part the teacher. 

Life knows over-anxiety, tension. Life 
never hurry, but always serene because 
conscious only itself. 

order get the best results with the children, 
the teacher must live her own life, following the 
same rule development for herself that she sets 


for her children. Legitimate impulses must find 
outlet, her experiences must enlarge themselves into 
greater unity. 

truly live, really know ourselves, there 
must margin our lives for meditation; for 
without meditation there can vision, and 
what says the prophet? there vision 
the people 

our student days, were taught, according 
Froebel, that child thought God.” 
But after the first enthusiasm has waned, the 
conditions under which are working have become 
unfavorable, sometimes grow confused and are 
inclined doubt the statement. 

Our great need know that this vision 
the Divine and its reflection man and nature 
retained only through continual the 
constant drinking the fountain good. 
would not for tell you, nor you tell 
me, just where this source inspiration 
found. The poets and philosophers have glimpsed 
it; nature fairly shouting our ears, and 
shines the faces children! 

Shall not keep the vision? least let 
forth every morning overflowing with love and 
gratitude. The question discipline will then 
reduced minimum, the “problem” children will 
easier solve, and according our effort will 
the fruitage, fruitage rich the liberty 
spirit, the lives little children, and far- 
reaching Infinity itself. 
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The Eternally Feminine the Montessori System

“The pedagogic methods employed are such sort 
constitute gradual series psychic stimuli perfectly adapted 
the needs childhood. The environment stimulates each pupil 
individually his rightful psychic development according his 
subjective personality. The children are free all their mani- 
festations and are treated with much cordial affection. believe 
that this the first time that this extremely interesting pedagogic 


has ever been made: Namely, sow the seed the 


consciousness the child, leaving free opportunity, the most 
rigorous sense, for the spontaneous expansion its personality 
environment that calm and warm with sentiment 
affection and Pedagogical Anthropology. 


above rather long quotation expresses the 

germ thought Montessori’s remarkable 
system her own words. her whole treat- 
ment social problems, for she philanthropist 
and humanitarian the broadest sense, well 
her educational work, has distinctive note about 
which causes stand forth among other theories, 
unique and yet not entirely new original. 
studying her writings with the utmost care occurred 
that the chief cause this uniqueness the 
fact that she has thought and wrought thorough 
woman. carefully trained scientist, she has inter- 
preted scientific facts from woman’s viewpoint. 
conscientious student humanity and its needs, 
she finds woman’s solution for its betterment. 
other words, have woman genius the field 
pedagogy where the eternally feminine has long 
worked humble obscurity, and this genius has 
put into more less scientific system what women 
have long sought for, and here and there introduced 
into their work fragmentary way. 

But what the eternally feminine and how does 
differ from the masculine nature which has usually 
monopolized the manifestations genius? 
have elsewhere elucidated, the primal differentiating 
element woman the cherishing, nurturing 
activities and outcome this the feminine 
characteristic working for immediate ends and 
sure results. With infant, the aged, the sick 
one’s hands, something must done once 
the best means and methods one’s disposal. Thus 
has been that women have been the first inventors 
and laborers every field; the first agriculturists, 
carpenters, cooks, nurses, and.even doctors. 
for the same reason that they have seldom achieved 
great distinction; the end being attained they have 
not gone further any one pursuit for the sake 
developing the pursuit itself. 


Another fe: quality that individualism, 
for woman has for the most part been working with 
other human beings individuals and not masses 
classes. Each person stands her distinct 
human unit with value all his own and she grants 
each the full right independent personality. 
this sympathetic and intimate understanding 
other people which has given womankind that 
mysterious influence call charm, and enables her 
accomplish much with such simple means. 
the projection her personality into that 
those about her. 

With this brief discussion the eternally 
feminine, for the writer after all only presenting 
what her mind the chief characteristics this 
elusive factor human society, let see how 
method education has been worked out this 
basis Maria Montessori, for Montessori 
woman with the same ends achieve other 
women but with unusual power seeing these 
ends greater clearness and perspective and with 
the intellectual ability work out better and more 
certain methods attaining them. 

the first place the object the Montessori 
scheme education the proper development 
each child and the culture and improvement 
the human race. Believing that the soul man 
its very nature striving towards the good, she 
would give each human being the opportunity 
make the most himself, intellectually 
deficient genius impatient the ordinary 
routine his fellows. her work training de- 
ficient children the importance these ideas made 
deep impression her, and seeing the results 
proper and adequate training with these unfor- 
tunates she conceived the idea applying the same 
educational principles normal children their 
earliest years that they might from the beginning 
have every advantage which scientific method 
could afford render them healthy and happy. 
Such procedure would also lay the best foundation 
for future years and future generations. 

Inasmuch nurture and development are the 
chief aims, health and growth body are less 
essential the Montessori system than the psychic 
development, and she finds’ poor economy 
sacrifice the former the latter early youth, for 
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reckoning comes after years. The body 
well the soul must have freedom, and Montes- 
sori plans schoolroom ‘without desks seats 
fastened the floor and substitutes light chairs 
and tables and rugs spread the floor. The 
children are free move about they will long 
they are quiet and busy, and may assume any 
position comfortable for learning. fact the 
free and individual atmosphere the home 
ferred the schoolroom which she deems best for 
the physical well-being the child. 

also the home atmosphere and the home 
activities which are deemed best for the psychical 
development. There guidance, sympathy, appre- 
arbitrary intervention from 
adult. The exercises the senses are many 
them taken from the activities the home, such 
lacing and buttoning; setting tables and serving food 
another occupation from home life; the cleaning 
the room and the furniture and the care plants 
and animals are also part the domestic duties 
the family. All this prepares the children for 
more efficient and happy participation the life 
the family. 

Another feature the Montessori system 
that the teacher directress shall watch the pupil 
and estimate the progress made the development 
the child rather than any measure his work 
according some arbitrary school standard. The 
immediate end the child’s development rather 
than the remote one keeping elaborate school 
system going sought. This should felt 
immense relief teachers whose life one struggle 
keep the children all together grade regardless 
the diverse capacities each. revolt 
against too much systematizing and organizing 
work for young children for the sake the system 
itself. This feminine element was fostered Mon- 
tessori her experience physician and 
teacher abnormal children, for both she 
learned count her success the changes her 
patients pupils. Very naturally she gave this 
large place her scheme education. 

the Montessori schools children are taught 
read and write, not merely attainment for 
usefulness, but means present develop- 
ment. The way therefore carefully prepared 
course sense and motor training which the 
child traces letters while learns their sounds, and 
another which learns hold his pencil and 
use freely making markings drawings. 


consequence reading and especially writing come 
very easily and the public trained 
looking school problems from the standpoint 
school systems and organizations this method 
teaching reading and writing has aroused more 
interest than any other one feature the new 
educational theory. 

have spoken above the spirit the home, 
the spirit individualism and freedom 
necessary for the best school training the child, 
but interesting note what effect this sort 
schooling will have the home according Mon- 
tessori’s ideas. Her idea communizing the home 
factor human progress not that socializing 
but bringing the features which will enrich 
it. The school department home life, 
part the house communal kitchen, accord- 
ing her hopes, and, speaking the tenement 
houses the city, she says, this way the house 
will become center, drawing unto itself all those 
good things which have hitherto been lacking: 
schools, public baths, hospitals, 

Again she writes, For man not only biological 
but social product, and the social environment 
individuals the process education the home. 
Scientific pedagogy will vain seek better the 
new generation does not also succeed influenc- 
ing the environment within which this new genera- 
tion grows! believe, therefore, that opening 
the house the light new truths and the 
progress civilization have solved the problem 
being able modify directly the environment 
the new generation, and have thus made possible 
apply, practical way, the fundamental 
principles scientific pedagogy.”’ 

with the greatest interest that the writer 
watching the influence the Montessori system. 
There question but that Froebel’s educational 
theory has profoundly influenced the present trend 
social betterment through free. kindergartens, 
public playgrounds, recreation centers, vacation 
schools, etc. Montessori’s school ideals win favor 
shall see swinging back the home, though 
without doubt home very different from the present 
one many respects. shall find feminine ideals 
the schools where to-day masculine ones prevail, 
despite the fact that the majority teachers, 
least this country, are women.

The basic 
difficulties met and overcome (generally 
speaking) consist small rooms, large numbers, 
poor incomplete equipment, little chance for 
outdoor work. 

the other hand, among the possibilities 
appreciated and made use are the opportunities 
know our co-workers, the first grade teachers, and 
co-operate with them; know our children after 
they leave and keep touch with them and their 
work; encourage interchange interests between 
the older grade children and the little children 
kindergarten; short assist unifying our 
schools. These privileges are obvious that 
not worth while dwell them. 

Now, considering the difficulties spoken of, 
acknowledge them and the urgent necessity work- 
ing change them for more ideal conditions 
whenever possible. the meantime not 
sometimes rest content placing the blame for the 
shortcomings our kindergartens entirely these 
external problems? reality, strive for 
insight, keep faith and courage within, and will 
work, can not have kindergartens worthy the 
name spite limitations? there not danger 
laying too great stress the lack perfection 
surroundings and material equipment? Surely 
need not have the atmosphere dead routine, 
its opposite evil, lawless chaos, uppermost our 
public school kindergartens, but can have live work, 
despite discouraging situations, will! 

When have the pleasure visiting splendid 
examples true kindergartens, and where there 
seems the perfect embodiment freedom; 
when look the spacious harmonious kindergar- 
ten buildings and charming grounds with wonder, 
delight, and sense gratitude that such things can 


be, our response may two opposing kinds. One 
kind expresses itself only the sentiment, Yes! 
but have such results, such freedom, are 
too crowded, haven’t the materials work 
etc., and the other impels say, “It 
the sympathetic understanding the true spirit 
education which creates that beautiful kindergarten. 
Let strive for better understanding and through 
that understanding meet the problems our own 
particular environment the manner best fitted for 
our own particular need.”’ 

Are not slow act upon the belief that there 
are thousand ways reaching the same ideal and 
that our kindergartens need not stamped from 
one mold? 

feel the limitations our crowded rooms, 
lack space, fresh air, and outdoor playground, few 
opportunities for nature work, care pets, and 


homelike atmosphere, let use our ingenuity 


overcome these limitations. may not the 
manner would choose, but these are elements 
necessary the welfare our children, they must 
and can realized, one way another, 
matter where find ourselves.

There are parks not woods, 
empty lots not parks, sidewalks and school grounds, 
not empty lots. _In every one these possibilities 
for nature work exist. 

need for care pets? Let have them. 
Cats are always had, birds, pigeons, fish, are 
within the reach all. 

These things can accomplished are 
willing take the pains, time, and patience 
introduce these innovations. The trouble is, they 
too often hold secondary place our ideas 
kindergarten necessities; but the time and thought 
spent the effort realize these ends, not 
more value than that given the elaborate planning 
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complicated basket, cradle, what not, that 
present the child for him make? 

You may say that public school this means 
much moving about, going and down stairs, 
taking wraps off and putting wraps on, opening and 
closing doors, possible disturbances school 
routine. not one trouble just this, our fear 
moving? Let trust our children more and they 
will respond gradually that trust. Ellen Key says, 
“It the greatest importance show children 
full confidence even though one quietly maintain 
attitude alert watchfulness. Continuous mistrust 
demoralizing blind and easy confidence.” 
But true that our desire for freedom, our 
effort break away from the “lock step”’ for which 
our kindergartens are justly criticised, must not 
overlook this fact, namely, order remain 
helpful part school system and still carry 
this radical work, must give serious attention 
some such old-fashioned terms discipline and 
obedience, well the more modern terms 
freedom and initiative. 

must work for true initiative, not caprice, 
egotism, and bossism; true freedom, not license. 
How can accomplish it? 
through growing, clearer sense the inner meaning 
these words. resort our dictionary 
shall find the simple definition obedience 
within co-operate, but also implies that there 
with. 

Therefore not the right little child 
entering new community know and understand 
some its simple but definite demands him? 
For instance, circle sixty more children 
realize that entire freedom speech cannot had 
until the plan taking has been introduced, 
discussed, and understood, even established (by 
children and teacher) Following the same 
principle, must not allow freedom movement 
within limited space before allowing larger 
scope? any more fair plunge child into 
unlimited freedom and expect controlled initiative 
the result, than fair surround him with 
coercion and expect this result? Working this 
plan, believe there can had public school 
kindergartens, spite obstacles, the freedom 
which develops the Habit inner self-direction and 
joy co-operation the part the children, just 
easily the mechanical routine which develops 


Only gradually 


the habit external obedience and conformity 
outward law. 

The realization these aims depends our 
making the effort face the problems our public 
schools, baffling they frequently seem, make 
them contribute instead permitting them 
hinder our progressive work. also depends 
our readiness keep open mind and clear-cut 
ideal the real needs child life, unhampered 
preconceived plan procedure. 

There are few simple experiments are 
making our kindergartens which are working 
out practically. They may interest and serve 

(1) The membership our kindergarten over 
seventy-five. make more real and live the home 
atmosphere, appeal the desire for co-operation 
actual daily work done relation the 
housekeeping side the kindergarten, have 
introduced individual group cupboards 
paste, paste sticks, cloths, dishes, papers, scissors, 
crayons, and picture books are kept; also small 
wastebasket, broom and dustpan, towels, sponge, 
dusters, and work apron. Our aim encourage 
our children responsible for their own cupboards 
and that part the room surrounding their group. 
Each day few whatever dishwashing, cleaning 
table, sweeping, etc., necessary. 

(2) make more free play possible without 
disturbing other groups near the corner each group 
occupies, are gradually collecting Hennessey 
blocks that they may used freely any 
time. 

(3) all our work are trying lead the 
children feel, not that moving about objection- 
able, but that must done carefully and some 
purpose. Thus during undirected play there 
reason why they should not work floor, chair, 
table they desire. 

(4) out-of-door excursions, which try 
make often, not daily, and always with some 
definite object view, single groups rather 
than body. The children often leave the 
building alone and play out doors few minutes 
before being joined the group director. This 
offers opportunity develop their gradually 
growing power self-control. 

(5) give the privilege caring for pets, 
have bird, the usual fish, and one kindergarten 
rabbit, and another cat which each spring 
has brought her family babies the children. 
She joyously and regularly fed and goes about 
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among the children without distracting them from 
their work. The bird also cared for each day and 
never fails have admiring audience for his 
bath. Feeding the fish less fascinating, though 
there are always those eager for the duty. Ten 
cents’ worth suet, hung near-by tree, attracts 
birds during the winter, and feeding pans may 
placed window sills. two kindergartens 
shelf about foot wide has been placed brackets 
outside the window just above the ledge and six 
inches away from the building. thjs are bored 
three holes, each which stands small tree. 
These serve bird perches. the shelf 
ten-inch square wooden tray made the children, 
which they put crumbs, seed, etc. There also 
porcelain basin which they keep filled with water.

The Rocking-Board Piece Play Apparatus

PON the roof well-known school building 
Eastern city, there was once long 
weather-beaten board, which fitted upon double 
set rockers. Day after day, the children 
mounted the last steps leading the roof, there 
came the same rush and scramble for this beloved 
plaything. Remembrance the wonderful fascina- 
tion which this roughly constructed rocker had for 
these children, caused the idea carried over 
into the Winona (Minnesota) Normal School, when 
need was recognized for more adequate play 
apparatus for the kindergarten children. The origi- 
nal idea has been changed and improved upon until 
the rocking-board, which now being used, most 
satisfactory for either out-of-door indoor play.

The board must made tough, strong wood.

This 
deplorable condition, Dr. Clax- 
ton believes. should ‘‘the 
heritage all, rather than just the 
few’’; present reaches only 
one eighth the kindergarten 
population the United States, 
twelve and one half per cent. 

The Bureau Education has 
tried promote establishment 
kindergartens through legislation, 
and some very progressive legisla- 
tion has been enacted several 
the states, resulting considerable 
increase kindergartens. 

The Bureau has also tried 
bring about better understanding 
among schools training for kin- 
dergarten work. When that 
brought about, will raise the 
quality the school and conse- 
quently the standard the kin- 
dergarten. Some day the federal 
government will, out its own 
money, make appropriation for 
national agency promote, guide, 
and help the kindergarten. 

Dr. Claxton concluded again 
assuring the kindergartners his 
loyalty the cause and strong 
desire lend every support 
his power.

Miss ANNIE Moore Teach- 
ers College, New York City, gave 
interesting and helpful address 
before the Manhattan and Bronx 
section the Public School Kin- 
dergarten Association New York 
City recently, the theme being 
Changing Relations 
Kindergarten and Primary. 

Miss Moore placed before the 
kindergartners two direct ques- 

What children get out 
the kindergarten? 

What definite points con- 
sider when plan the year’s 
work? really aim toward 
better health; better tone quality; 


increased vocabulary; new expe- 


riences? What habits try 
tions? 


2d. Can you show what the 
children get out kindergarten? 

Miss Moore suggested that 
this question were given group 
primary teachers answer, 
without time for thought, they 
would immediately say—so many 
words; many sounds; many 
pages the reading book; 
much number work. given 
group kindergartners the 
same way, they would probably 
hesitate and then give general 
terms—development self-activ- 
ity, initiative, because the measure 
much the primary work 
quantitative while that the kin- 
dergarten largely qualitative. 
Miss Moore showed that those 
elements which have the qualita- 
tive measure only are important 
laying the foundations for later 
life, that they should also receive 
most careful consideration from 
the primary teacher.

Jose State Normal School

The two lectures which Miss Hill 
gave attentive and enthusiastic 
audiences made still more clear, 
definite, and convincing what had 
been read her own articles and 
also those others.

said that the present idea edu- 
cation start the bottom and 
work up, rather than start 
the top, setting standards without 
thought the child and working 
down him, formerly.
